In response to the Interview Summary (pap«- 18) dated November 1 8, 2003. 
Applicants provide this Statement reporting the substance of the telephonic interview held widi 
the Examiner on November J 7. 2003. 

In the telephonic interview. Applicants assened ttmt flie cited prior ait fiiiled to teach 
a vibrating assembly as claimed. In response, ^e Examiner pointed to the motor present in the 
cited prior art and asserted that it inherently vibrated when run. and thus broadly met die recited 
claim language. Applicants pointed out ih«i such inheimt vibration, to the extent it existed, was 
not iatentional and thai the vibrating assembly of the claimed invention produced an intentional 
vibration. Applicants fiirthcr noted, pomiing to die dependent claims diiecied to a motor plus 
eccentric member, that this structute, through the eccentric, produced vibration in addition (or 
supplemental) to any inherent vibration caused by motor operation. Applicants further pointed 
ro die cited prior art and averted that none of the references tau^t or suggested such 
supplemental vibration. More >>-pecificalIy, the Shepaxd reference taught only a motor spinning a 
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line within a tube, and die Yankaixis reference taught a motor and a flywheel, where the flywheel 
included a counieiweight which inherently offset any supplemental vibration. Applicants thus 
assorted that the an either did not address the iss«e of supplemental vibrarion or taught away 
ftom the use of such supplemental vibration. 

Applicants further pointed out ihat independeni claim 29 includes hmitaiion similar 
to those present in objecied to dependent claim 41 and thus should have been indicated as 
allowable. 

Although no agreement was reached as to the allowabiliiy of the claims, the 


^aminer did acknowledge the similarities between claims 29 and 41 and further understood the 
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
